First Mass Said . 
At New Parish 

In Lake County 
Rev. Alvin Jasinski Is 


Pastor Of Our Lady Of 
Grace Church, Highland 


Highland—On Oct. 29 Catholic 
residents ofthis growing commun- 
ity in northern ke County, at- 
tended Mass for the first time in 
their own local parish church, Over 
600 persons worshipped at the four 
Masses on that day offered by the 
pastor, the Rey.. Alvin, Jasinski, 
and the Rev. Charles Herber of 
St. Joseph College, Rensselaer. 


In thé evening the Rev. Leo Hil- 
debrandt of Griffith offered Bene- 
diction clositg the Thirteen Hours 
Devotion. He was assisted by the 
Rev. Charles Buescher of Griffith 
and the Rev. John Beckmann of 
Black Oak. These priests of 
neighboring parishes, along with 
many others, assisted the new 
group in many. ways, materially 
and spiritually. 

The organization of this parish 
began in July, 1949, when Father 
Jasinski was appoints? by His Ex- 
cellency, the Most Rev. John F. 
Noll, D.D., Bishop of Fort Wayne, 
to gather the Catholics of High- 
land, members of many parishes in 
the area, into one congregation. 
Father Jasinski took op residence 
at the Griffith rectéry and two 
months later a reception for the 
new pastor was given by members 
of his flock. 


In October, the Highland Catho- 
lie club was formed and from that 
time on, this group of represen- 
tatives of eleven districts of the 
community, carried on many money 
raising and social events. 

Shortly after its inception, Our 
Lady of Grace was chosen as the 
parish name. 

In September 1950, the pastor 
and members of the board of trus- 
tees completed negotiations for the 
purchase of two buildings, a church 
formerly occupied by a Baptist 
congregation and its adjoining par- 
sonage. In a matter of three weeks’ 
time, members of the parish re- 
furnished the building while Fa- 
ther Jasinski gathered the necessary 
furnishings to make a home for 
Jesus Christ in their midst. 

Father Jasins has spiritual 
charge of over 200 families regist- 
ered to date. 

The parish will retain ownership 
of a five acre plot, one block from 
the present church, on which they 
plan to erect a complete church 
plant. Plans for constructing a 
new church and rectory were can- 
celled because of the high cost and 
scarcity of materials, and wncer- 
tainty of the times. 

Father Jasinski ‘will take up 
residence in Highland, the fore- 
part of December. 

On November 12, the Highland 
Catholic Club is sponsoring its first 
annual fall festival. The event will 
be held in the Highland American 
Legion hall, Ridge Road and Sec- 
ond Street, beginning at 4 p. m. 
Plans have been ‘made _ for 
entertainment of young and old, 
serving of refreshments, and 
awarding of twenty-five special 
prizes. 

' The new parish extends a most 
cordial invitation to all to attend 
this bazaar.

Pope Proclaimis 
The Dogma Of 
Assumption

ing, “Salus populi Romani”’ 
(Health. of the People of Rome), 
was carried from the Church of 
Santa Maria in Ara Coeli on Capi- 
toline Hill through the heart of 
old Rome across the Tiber up Via 
Conciliazione. to St.  Peter’s 
Square. Uncounted thousands 
lined the streets and church bells 
tolled as the procession, one of 
the largest in the history of Rome, 
passed. Buildings lining the pro- 
cession route were richly decorat- 
ed with banners, flowers and tap- 
estry hanging from windows. 


The Pope’s Prayers 


The huge ‘crowd fflling St. 
Peter’s square heard over loud- 
speakers a special prayer com- 
perc by His Holiness and recited 
y him in the chapel of his pri- 
vate apartment. At the conclusion 
of the ceremony the Pontiff ap- 
peared at a window overlooking the 
square and imparted the Apostolic 
Blessing on the multitude. 


Before dawn broke today people 
from: all directions began con- 
verging on St. Peter’s square, 
which became a sea of humanity 
long before the ceremonies began 
around 9 a. m. These ceremonies 
consisted of two distinct parts: 


First came the proclamation 
proper of the dogma and, second, 
a Pontifical Mass was celebrated 
by the Supreme Pontiff on the 
Papal Altar over the Tomb of the 
Apostle. 


The Pope, vested in a gold-em- 
broidered white cope and precious 
mitre, was borne on the sedia ges- 
tatoria, under a silken canopoy and 
flanked by flabelle, from the Sis- 
tine Chapel*down the Scala Regia 
to his throne. The procession that 
went before him was of unprece- 
dented length and included besides 
approximately 1,000 priests and 
Religious more than 500 Archbis- 
hops and Bishops and a great ma- 
jority of the members of the Sac- 
red College of Cardinals.

The Dogma 


In concrete terms, what the dog- 
ma of the Assumption means is 
the certainty that the glorifica- 
tion of the body, which will take 
place for the souls of the just at 
the end of time, has by singular 
privilege already occurred for the 
Mother of God. 


In making this pronouncement— 
the first solemn dogmatic definjtion 
by the Pope himself since the defi- 
nition of the Immaculate Concep- 
tion dogma on December 8, 1854— 
the Pope acted as custodian, teach- 
er, interpreter and judge of the 
content of divine public revela- 
tion. 


The Supreme Pontiff spoke “in- 
fallibly.” In other words, he was 
protected by the Holy Ghost 
against the danger of error in 
making this pronouncement, which 
must be believed by all the faith- 
ful as part of the divinely -reveal- 
ed message handed over to the 
Church by the Apostles. Papal in- 
fallibility relating to matters of 
faith and morals was formally 
vindicated in 1870 by the Vatican 
Council in its dogmatic constitu- 
tion “Pastor Aeternus.” 


The ceremony of proclaiming the 
newly defined dogma was compara- 


mediately by the Pontifical Mass in 
presence of the largest number of 
prelates ever gathered around the 


Supreme Shepherd under the roof 
of St. Peter’s.

‘Cold War Of Ideas 


ND Professor Proves Himself 
Both Scholar And Real Dad 


South Bend—“The cold war of ideas” to which the im- 
mediate problems of the universe can be traced is analyzed 
critically by a local scholar, Dr. Vincent E. Smith, in “Idea- 
Men of Today,” a new book just published by the Bruce 
Publishing Company in Milwaukee. Dr. Smith is on the 
philosophy department faculty of Notre Dame University. 


A 
In this cross-section of contem-" 


porary philosophy, Dr. Smith dis- 
sects the current systems of 
thought in conflict by analyzing 
the lives and thoughts of more 
than a dozen present-day philos- 
ophers of both the scientific and 
opposing existentialist schools. The 
representatives of the scientific 
school analyzed are: Dewey, Rus- 
sell, Whitehead, Santayana, Freud, 
Marx and the semanticists. The 
existentialists treated are: Berg- 
son, Kierkegaard, Jaspers, Sartre, 
and the Christian existentialists. 


“Tdea-Men of Today” is the re- 
sult of over 15 years of study and 
research by Dr. Smith in the fields 
of thought discussed. The criti- 
cisms of the men and their thought 
in the ‘book are such as to invite 
the reader to think out the impli- 
cations of most of the subjects for 
himself. 


Dr. Smith’s presentation con- 
sists in introducing each philoso- 
pher through a biographical sketch 
and following this by an analysis 
and evaluation of his work. Though 
much of the criticism of the men 
studied is necessarily negative, Dr. 
Smith points out what he finds is 
tenable in a man’s thinking before 
discussing the aspects of the sys- 
tem which he rejects. 

In an age which defies: science, 
Dr. Smith has a right to be heard. 
A Thomistic philosopher who 


knows science, he discovered St. 
Thomas through his study of 
physics. 

Dr. Smith as _ editor of New 


Scholasticism, a quarterly philos- 
ophy journal, has always had a 
special interest in the philosoph- 
ical frontiers of science and in con- 
temporary philosophy, especially 
that of the French existentialists. 

Dr. Smith argues that the phil- 
osopher and the scientist should 
meet on their common frontiers 
and complement each other’s find- 
ings. He feels that the philosophers 
can add to the discoveries of 
science those notions of purpose 
and intrinsic value which will give 
to these discoveries their proper 
meaning in relation to man. 

A native of Lockland, Ohio, and 
a graduate of Xavier University, 
he took postgraduate studies at 
the University of Fribourg, In- 
stitutum Divi Thomae, Harvard, 
the Massachusetts Institute of 


Technology and Catholic Univer- 
sity. During the war he was a 
member of the U. S. Naval Tech- 
nical Mission in Europe. Before 
this European assignment, Dr. 
Smith was a radar engineer with 
the Navy in the Pacific theatre. 

Dr. Smith’s first book, “Philo- 
sophical Frontiers of Physics” was 
pu lished in 1947, and his second, 
‘Philosophical Physics,” earlier 
this year. Another book tentatively 
titled, “Love and Power,” is sched- 
uled for spring publication. 

Writing grew as a natural 
counterpart of Dr. Smith’s philo- 
sophical interest. “Writing and 
philosophy go hand in hand in 
search of the five ‘W’s’,” he says, 
“and for me writing is thihking 
out problems on paper.” 


A Family Man 


Dr. Smith is in his late thirties. 
Married, and the father of three 
youngsters, he is quick to mention 
the happy home life that “makes 
writing a pleasure.” He has no 
lyceum to amble about in, but only 
a home study that is not sound 
proof — the absorb-all of child- 
ren’s shouts, cries and invasions. 
The “study” is supposed to be sac- 
rosanct, but is so in name and 
threat only. It is a place where 
shoes are tied and “pitty desses” 
admired, and where babies are 
rocked to sleep. 

Whether or not the general run 
of philosophers engage in house- 
hold chores, Dr. Smith becomes an 
automatic dishwasher when ball 
games are broadcast. Thus he feels 
he is engaging at the same time 
in a useful occupation. 

Since philosophy is the science 
of all things and wild life is some- 
thing, Dr. Smith claims to be a 
great lover of it. That emotion he 
demonstrates by observing the rob- 
in which nests on the Smith bath- 
room window sill, by making phil- 
osophical observations of the caged 
animals in the zoo, and at the same 
time by lambasting the dogs which 
walk “with panther feet’ on his 
newly planted grass seed. 

Dr. Smith has one ambition — 
to discover and proclaim the truth. 
He prefers meditation in the 
mountains to the movies, a picnic 
in the hills to a. banquet, is even- 
tempered and admirably prayerful. 
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‘He has a phobia against praise, 
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conducted the retreat October 1.

To Address ND

Notre Dame — George E. Sokol- 
sky, nationally syndicated news- 
paper columnist and a widely-re- 
spected expert on current affairs, 
will be one of the principal speak- 
ers at the Fourth Annual Natural 
Law Institute, to be held Decem- 
ber 8 and 9 in the College of Law 
at the University of Notre Dame.

Forty-eight pages of questions 
were added under six tests, each 
subdivided into two or three parts. 

It has been estimated, all things 
considered, that over a million per- 
sons have owned a copy of Father 
Smith Instructs Jackson in the 
course of the past thirty-five years. 
This book has been translated in- 
to many languages, including 
Spanish, German, Hungarian, Chi- 
nese and Japanese. 


Only The Beginnings 


But those were only the begin- 
nings of the torrent of books, 
tracts, and pamphlets that were to 
be written by Father Noll in suc- 
ceeding decades — for there was 
need not only of book-length works 
in defense of the Church, but also 
of short articles, briefly treating 
some phase of Catholicism in need 
of clarification. 


Taking the hint from “A Social- 
ist Vest-Pocket Book of Facts,” 
Father Noll got up.a book that 
would fit into a man’s vest pocket 
(they wore vests then!): 250 pag- 
es, set in small type, and called 
“A Vest-Pocket Book of Catholic 
Facts.” This, too, was a best-seller 
until after the first World War 
when the political and economic 
systems were changed in many 
countries, and other nations lost 
their independence. It was, how- 
ever, brought up to date, only to 
become antiquated again after 
World War Two. 


Thus he rapidly built up a com- 


‘prehensive list of pamplet titles, 


covering every phase of Christian 
doctrine from Creation to the Last 
Judgment. These were made avail- 
able to Catholics throughout the 
country practically at cost. 


Other volumes written by Bishop 
Noll were The History of the Dio- 
cese of Fort Wayne; It is Happen- 
ing Here, a work written during 
the civil war in Spain in which 
the author recorded the names of 
many organizations and prominent 
American individuals who espoused 
the Communist cause of the so- 
called “‘Loyalists;” The Decline of 
Nations, in which he traced the 
moral decadence in the European 
countries as well as here in our 
own, during the last fifty years; 
Our Public Eenemy No. 1, which he 
identified as “education without re- 
ligion,” and in which he supported 
his argument by testimony gather- 
ed from non-Catholic sources only 
—from Presidents, other states- 
men, educators, ministers of the 
Gospel, editors of the secular press, 
etc. Altogether, apart from his 
frequent articles in the paper and 
in magazines, he has written ten 
book-length works and sixty fairly 
large pamphlets. 


Seeks Only To Instruct 


In appraising these writings, one 
must always remember that Bishop 
Noll is before anything a journal- 
ist. He has never for a moment en- 
tertained the ambition of carving a 
place. for himself in the annals of 
literature. His first purpose has al- 
ways been not to entertain, not to 
produce art, but to instruct. The 
fact that for nearly fifty years he 
has piloted the most successful 
Catholic organ of mass propaganda 
with a circulation now crowding 
800,000 weekly—really the largest 
periodical of its type in the world— 
such a fact is an indicator both of 
his style and of his talent. 

Like all journalists, he writes for 
the moment, and in a style that is 
notable only for its simplicity. You

The Rosary should certainly 
not be said with all haste pos- 
sible, but rather as if the person 
were not reciting it from mem- 
ory, but deliberately offering it 
as a prayer. 

Since the Rosary is not alto- 
gether a vocal prayer, people 
should try to relate it to the 
mysteries which the mind con- 
templates when reciting it. The 
best way to do this is to form a 
mental picture of each of these 
mysteries. 


Let us see how this would 
work with the Joyful Mysteries. 
In reciting the first decade we 
fix our mind on the picture of the 
Archangel Gabriel visiting 
Mary’s humble home at Naza- 
reth, addressing her in God’s 
name and receiving her respon- 
ses. If our mind should wander 
we could catch ourselves by re- 
ferring to the mental picture 
again, 

In the Visitation we see Mary 
hastening over the “hill coun- 
try” to carry the good news to 
her cousin, St. Elizabeth, who 
had herself been apprised of it 
by the Holy Spirit, and who, 
speaking under the influence of 
the Holy Spirit, said to Mary: 
“Whence is this that the mother 
of my Lord should come to visit 
me?” Then we hear Mary chant 
her Magnificat. 


While saying the third decade 
we draw a mental picture of the 
birth of Jesus at Bethlehem, the 
cold cave, the visit of the shep- 
herds, the chanting of the an- 
gels, at the birth of our Re- 
deemer. 


While reciting the fourth de- 
cade we see Mary and Joseph 
taking the 40-day old Babe to 
the temple to offer Him to God 
as was the custom among the 
Jews. There we see the old man 
Simeon receive the Infant Jesus 
into his arms and praise God for 
permitting him to have lived to 
see that day. 

In the last decade of the Joy- 
ful Mysteries we draw in our 
own minds a picture of the 12- 
year old boy Jesus sitting among 
the doctors in the Temple while 
Joseph and Mary spend three 
days searching for Him.

Protestants And Jews 
Are Now Persecuted 


OST non-Catholic religionists 

Protestant and Jewish—are 
now beginning to regret that they 
did not long ago take a firmer 
stand against the attacks on all 
religion. They are now feeling the 
effects of the strong hand of 
Stalin on their own organizations. 


They seem to have long enter- 
tained the notion that the target 
of Communism was only a Catholic 
target and, therefore, they ex- 
pressed little concern over Bolshe- 
vist extension to other lands out- 
side Russia.

In 
a dispatch from Berlin, on Octo- 
ber 19, we read of a demand made 
on all Protestant clergymen in 
East Germany to declare themsel- 
ves loyal to this new Soviet.

Bishop Otto Dibelius, of Berlin, 
Brandenburg, head of the German 
Evangelical Church, has discover- 
ed that several hundred partars 
are accused of being mem of 
the Communist “national front.”

When the Catholic Church at- 

tacked Communism, as soon as it 
raised its head in 1918, it was not 
chiefly because it was fighting the 
Catholic Church, which held a very 
small minority position in Russia. 
The first to feel the effects of 
Communist anti-religion. was the 
Orthodox Church, to which more 
than 100,000,000 people of Russia 
belonged. Its churches were 
closed, converted into museums, or 
theatres, or stables, and Bishops 
and clergy executed or exiled. If, 
today, this Church is being toler- 
ated in Russia, it is only because 
it pledged itself a couple of years 
ago not to resist Communism any 
longer, and even to cooperate with 
it. Of course, the Catholic Church 
could not do that; no Christian or- 
ganization could do that; no Jew- 
ish organization could do that, and 
still be loyal to God. 
As to Jews, we now hear that 
Russia has deported the Chief 
Rabbi of Moscow. The Communist 
ress of Poland has branded all 
ews wishing to emigrate to Pal- 
estine as participants in the “cold 
war” being waged by the United 
States against the “People’s De- 
mocracies.” 


The Assumption 


as Anglican theologian, Dr. E. 
L. Mascall, takes the right 
view of the propriety of defining, 
as a doctrine of faith, the Assump- 
tion of Mary’s body inte Heaven. 
Writing a letter to the Guardian, 
published in London, he observes 
that since all Christians, prior to 
the Reformation, both in the east 
and in the west, believed in the 
Assumption of Mary’s body into 
Heaven and commemorated it by a 
special feast day, they must have 
been right. 


He reasons, as any reflecting 
Christian miust reason, that the 
Holy Spirit could not have allowed 
a tniversal error in Christendom 
extending over a period of 1,000 
years. In the eleventh century 
there was a Schism from which the 
present Orthodox Churches came 
into being, but even they retained 
their belief in this doctrine. 


Philosophers, even outside of re- 
ligion, have always maintained 
that “universal consent” is a very 
strong criterion of truth. 

Renaudin, the French writer, 
makes the same observations on 
the Assumption as does the An- 
glican minister. He wrote: “A 
doctrine universally -held for over 
1300 years could only have origi- 
nated in a special revelation of our 
Lord to His Apostles.” (La’ Doc- 
trine de |’Assumption). 


Another Rebuke 


The Supreme Court of New 
Jersey ruled only a _ couple 
of weeks ago that the American 
system of separation of Church 
and State does not mean that all 
mention of God and religion must 
be excluded from public education. 
In an unanimous opinion the Jus- 
tices declared: “While it is neces- 
sary that there be a separation

These words and the rest of St. 
John Bosco’s teaching stayed with 
Dominic. He listened to the ser- 
mon as Father Bosco explored the 
subject further. 

“It is not for a chosen few,” he 
was saying. “It is the Will of God 
that we should all be saints. And 
it is so very easy!” 

More than ever now Dominic 
worked with a singleness of pur- 
pose. This was the path he cut 
out for himself — to become a 
saint. He worked at his studies, 
at all his duties with as much in- 
tensity as possible: he tried to be 
perfect even in all little things: 
he had a great love for Our Lady 
and for Our Lord. He was always 
wanting to do penance and deny 


himself things he liked. But Don | 
Bosco forbad him doing any pen- 


ances that might be bad for him. 
He was a wonderful encourager 
for the other students, especially 
those not as strong-willed as he. 
He got them to go to Confession, 
and to stop ‘quarrelling. He tried} 
to do God’s will in everything. 

During three years at. school 
Dominic was under the loving di- 
rection of Don Bosco. And shortly 
after his death (he died at fifteen), 
Don Bosco wrote his life for the 
other boys to read. Dominic seem- 
ed to begin performing all sorts 
of miracles as soon as he had died. 
And Don Bosco, wise in the ways 
of God, felt sure this meant that 
Dominic was in heaven and a close 
friend of God: otherwise how could 
he be doing all these things?

NE of the ways magazines get circulation is by means 
U of the “school plan.”

Third was the Catholic Digest 
lan, put into operation by the 
publishers of the Catholic Digest 
ive years ago. 

All of these three are essentially 
he same in their techniques and 
procedures. 

How do they work? Like this. A 
srofessional salesman, usually call- 
da “field manager,” approaches 
he director of a school. He des- 
ribes the plan. He explains how 
simple it is. He will talk to the 
ssembled students, he says, tell 
hem how to become salesmen in 10 

inutes, provide them with forms, 
nd explain how to make a& Sale 
»f a magazine subscription (or sev- 
ral subscriptions) to their friends 
ox immediate neighbors. (If each 
student sells one or two subscrip- 
tions, that is about the average.) 


He appoints student captains 
who receive returns, check and re- 
ord them according to a simple 
heme. When all returns are in, 
he school mails the subscriptions 
o the head office together with 

check covering them. The amount 
of the check is the total collected 

inus 30% which the school keeps 
for itself, 

This is often big business. The 
rross amount may vary between 
100 up to $100,000. I know of one 
igh school (Catholic) which went

to work on such a plan this fall, 
aiming at a gross of $100,000. If 
it reaches its goal, that school will 
have made $30,000 for itself. With 
this money, the school can do any- 
thing it wishes. 

In cases where rewards are 
given to students for the subscrip- 
tions they sell, the school will re- 
ceive only 20%, the remaining 
10% going to pay for the prizes. 

The amount sold depends on the 
incentive offered. If the students 
know they are earning money to 
build an athletic field, they will 
work harder than they would if 


they knew the money would be/ 


used only to pay off an old debt. 

Secondly, it depends on how co- 
operative the members of the fac- 
ulty are. These factors are guided 
by the salesman. 

All three of these plans operate 
in much the same way. It must 
be said that they are professional 
and effective. They take little 
time; the student does little work; 
he calls on people only in his im- 
mediate neighborhood; the teach- 
ers have little to do; the reward 
to the school, and to the student, 
is very great, indeed. 

They operate in grade schools, 
high schools, and, occasionally, in 
a college. They operate in public 
schools, private schools, in Cath- 
olic schools.

What is the answer? I have a 
solution, but first I should like to 
remark that, as often happens, we 
Catholics do not know what we are 
doing. We spend a million dollars 
on a school plant. Then we turn 
it over to a secular poueey which 
persuades so many the people 
who have built the plant with their 
money, to read secular, often-anti- 
Catholic, literature. The whole 
procedure is nullified.

In addition, Catholics have spent 
hundreds of millions of dollars in

Too often parents 
are busy about so many things that 
they do not take the time to sup- 
ervise their children’s free or leis- 
ure time reading. It is possible 
(with all due respect to librarians) 
for a child to secure from a public 
library books that are actually 
detrimental and harmful to his 
moral and spiritual life.

Victor G. Olgyay of the Depart--— 


ment of. Architecture: at the Uni- 
versity of Notre Dame. Professor 
Olgyay has drawn up plans for a 
“temperate house,’ which will 
have temperatures averaging 18 
degrees lower in the summer and 
15 degrees warmer in the winter. 
This is almost the same as having 
your house located 600 miles fur- 
ther north in the summer and 500 
miles to. the south in the winter. 


The secret of the temperate 
house lies in making use of na- 
ture. Professor Olgyay believes 
in working with nature, not 
against it. By placement of the 
house itself and careful arrange- 
ment of the surrounding vegeta- 
tion, the cold winds of winter can 
be shut out, while the cooling 
summer breezes are admitted. Size 
of the overhang (eaves) is also im- 
portant. Using it in conjunction 
with vegetation, the architect can. 
arrange for the sun to strike the 
main glass wall of the house only 
until it reaches such a height as to 
provide a temperature of more 
than 70 degrees—the “comfort 
range,’ Professor Olgyay terms 
it. 


In the winter, the changed angle 
between the sun and the earth pro- 
vides a longer sun-exposure time; 
it’s just the opposite in summer. 
Adjustable overhangs can be used 
to increase this natural advantage. 
Of course, some heating is requir- 
ed in winter and some cooling in

summer. The whole idea is to 


bring the two extremes as close as 
poral ble to the comfort range 
0 degrees.
